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combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 8 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: storing a second unique identifier on a second equipment, the second 
equipment with a second controller being networked with the equipment and the 
apparatus, the second controller accommodating a reading and writing of the unique 
identifier information by the apparatus; and diagnosing and controlling the equipment 
and the second equipment according to both the unique identifier and monitored 
operating state of the equipment and second equipment. It is this/these features found 
in the claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught 
or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over 
the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 32 is the inclusion of: a second 
equipment with a second unique identifier, the second equipment with a second 
controller being networked with the equipment and the apparatus, the second controller 
accommodating a reading and writing of the unique identifier information by the 
apparatus. It is this/these features found in the claim(s), as they are claimed in the 
combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 48 is the inclusion of: the specific 
manufacturing configurations of the equipment comprises specific mechanical 
components of the equipment and further comprising a second equipment with a 
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second unique identifier, the second equipment with a second controller being 
networked with the equipment and the apparatus, the second controller accommodating 
a reading and writing of the unique identifier information by the apparatus. It is this/these 
features found in the claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that has not been 
found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) 
allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 3-16, 44-47 & 53 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 2. 

Claims 1 9-30 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 18. 

Claims 33-39, 41-43 and 48 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 32.
